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STARTING  A  FROSH  WITH  GUY  GRAVELINE 


Have  you  ever  felt  as  useless  as  a  belch 
with  no  one  to  offend?  Or  a  pimple  whose 
gradual  rise  to  the  top  in  hopes  of 
blemishing  its  owner  is  thwarted  by  the 
fact  that  the  person  is  already  blemished 
by  warts  and  boils.

Orientation  has 
always,  and  always  will  be  an  orgy  of 
entertainment,  social  events,  friendships, 
and  a  timeless  period  of  eternal  bliss  and 
drunkenness.  The  following  anecdote  is 
my  version  of  Orientation  '78.  It  is  not 
necessarily  the  correct  account,  nor  is  it 
the  one  that  many  university  officials 
would  acknowledge  as  factual.  It  is  simply 
my  retrospective  view,  as  Programmer, 
on  Orientation  '78. 

Sunday  September  3rd  the  facilitators 
came  wandering  into  the  Commons  foyer, 
darkly  tanned  from  a  hot  summer's 
basking;  each  with  his  own  verbal  ren- 
dition of  "How  I  spent  my  Summer 
Vacation  on  U.I.C.!"  Later  that  evening 
it  was  time  for  the  "Big  Brief".  There 
they  were,  sixty  some  odd  tired,  confused 
souls  listening  patiently  to  the  mad 
programmer  outlining  his  master  plan. 
After  handing  out  some  sixty  odd  T- 
shirts,  everyone  quickly  left  for  the 
facilitators'  party  while  myself  and  my 
head  facilitator  Mike  Kelly,  retired  to  the 
R.R.R.A.  office  to  plan  and  re-check  the 


upcoming  day's  events  —  "D-Day"  had 
finally  arrived. 

Monday  September  4th  arrived  with  an 
array  of  sunshine  and  warm  weather.  A 
perfect  day  to  start  Orientation  '78. 
Residence  registration  and  the  Bree's  Inn 
Coffeehouse  reception  were  well  un- 
derway when  Corporal  Melissa  informed 
me  that  there  were  no  facilitators  helping 
people  move  in  at  parking  lot  6A  and 
Lanark  House.  To  the  phones!  Several 
hundred  telephone  rings  later  Melissa 
managed  to  pinpoint  the  whereabouts  of 
our  A.W.O.L.  volunteers;  most  of 
whom  were  soundly  sleeping.  Half  an 
hour  later,  the  red-shirts  came  staggering 
in  with  ev-ry  conceivable  excuse  you 
could  imagine. 

As  the  day  turned  into  night  and 
preparations  were  frantically  being 
finalized  for  "Keep  on  Dancin'"  it  oc- 
curred to  me  that  the  day  was  a  definite 
success  and  that  every  one  was  doing  their 
part  to  make  Orientation  '78  a  huge 
success. 

There  were  only  600  students  registered 
in  residence  during  the  first  day  and 
"Keep  on  Dancin'"  managed  to  draw 
more  than  400  of  them:  With  dependable 
Ted  and  Rodeo  Woody  at  the  helm 
everything  ran  smoothly.  We  even  had 
our  annual  visit  from  the  Raven  football 
squad  —  then  things  almost  exploded,  but 
in  the  end  only  minor  skirmishes 
warranted  any  real  attention,  and 
everyone  agreed  that  for  fifty  cents  you 


couldn't  go  wrong  when  you  had  music 
and  a  floor  show  on  the  same  bill. 

The  Picadilly  Double  Decker  Bus  Tours 
opened  Tuesday's  slate  of  events  and 
three  —  count  'em  —  three  —  people 
boarded  the  free  bus  for  the  scenic 
twenty-seven  tour  of  picturesque  Ottawa. 
The  coffeehouse  reception  attracted  many 
people  once  again  as  Kim  Taylor  applied 
the  finishing  touches  to  his  surrealist  wall 
painting  (with  estimated  six  nudes 
subliminally  hiding  in  the  art  work).  Of 
course  there  were  certain  problems.  Many 
of  the  more  virile  male  facilitators  became 
engrossed  with  that  Orientation  game,  "I 
saw  her  first."  This  happened  when  a 
good  looking  female  student  arrived  on 
the  scene  and  five  smiling  male  facilitators 
with  moving  carts  descended  on  her 
screaming  "I  saw  her  first."

No  slow  dances  necessary  here, 
for  if  one  wishes  to  gain  close  contact  with 
the  person  they  would  like  to  meet,  all 
they  need  to  do  is  take  a  journey  down  the 
hallways  where  wall-to-wall  bodies  form  a 
barrier  that  one  can  only  cross  by 
squeezing  and  sliding  through.  The  drink 
of  the  night  is  always  forgotten  before  it  is 
known,  and  the  guy  who  is  making  the 
moves  on  one  of  the  three  hundred  girls 
you  saw  first  will  later  later  be  introduced 
as  your  newly  arrived  room-mate. 

Wednesday  morning  comes  and  it  is 
cloudy,  the  overall  forcast  is  rain,  so  1 
tentatively  postpone  the  outdoor  concert 
with  David  Wiffin  until  Thursday. 
Nevertheless,  around  10:30  a.m.  the  skies 
begin  to  clear  slightly  and  I  begin  to  feel 
that  a  definite  cancellation  was  a  little 
premature.  Meanwhile  surealist  artist 
Michael  Ross  arrives  and  promptly  begins 
to  entertain  outside  and  R.R.R.A.  of- 
fices, followed  a  little  while  later  by 
ventriloquist-comedian  Tony  Molesworth 
and  his  dummy  friend  Adam  McCoy.  By 
now  its  1 1 : 30  and  overcast  once  more.  I'm 
slightly  p  .  .  .  off  at  the  weather  and 
perplexed  at  what  to  do.  CKCU-FM  set 
up  their  table  by  the  doors  leading  to 
SAGA  and  are  playing  music,  the 
Commons  foyer  is  alive  with  magic 
illusion  and  music  as  people  scurry  by  to

lunch. 

The  sun's  broken  through  again  and 
I've  decided  to  chance  it.  The  concert 
begins  promptly  at  2  p.m.  with  David 
Wiffin's  excellent  folk  music  filling  the 
quad.  But,  around  4  p.m.  it  begins  to  rain 
.  .  .  the  band  perseveres  braving  the 
weather,  but  to  no  avail  as  it  begins  to 
pour.  So  much  for  the  weather! 

Thursday  opened  the  sports  events  with 
backgammon  which  44  people  entered.  At 
2:30  the  CKCU-FM  "Hummers" 
defeated  the  Res.  Fellows  in  a  disputed 
match.  The  Brother /Sister  floor  dinner 
was  well  organised  with  Sue  Hunter  from 
the  Housing  office  swinging  a  deal  with 
Fines  for  the  flowers  and  Denise  Allen 
arranging  the  table  set-up.  However,  our 
female  chaperones  decided  the  meal  was 
much  too  good  to  pass  up  so  I  was  stuck 
usharing  people  to  their  respective  tables. 
The  All  Night  Movies  featured  Smokey 
and  the  Bandit,  2001  Space  Odessey,  and 
The  Sting,  and  drew  over  400  patrons  — 
all  for  fifty  cents. 

Friday  was  the  true  beginning  to  our 
sports  events:  Baseball,  frisbee  football, 
and  volleyball.  A  busload  of  Potential 
golfers  left  the  Glengary  traffic  circle 
bound  for  the  Gatineau  Golf  Club  in 
Alymer. 

The  largest  and  most  exuberant  par- 
ticipants could  be  seen  slowly  filling  the 
Commons  foyer  around  1  p.m.  Over  100 
drinkers  anxiously  awaited  for  the  "list" 
and  accompanying  rules  for  the  Pub 
Crawl.  When  the  starting  signal  was  give 
the  Commons  foyer  instantly  emptied  and 
bodies  could  be  seen  running  frantically 
off  in  all  directions. 

A  little  over  an  hour  and  a  half  later 
Paul  Evans  and  his  crew  of  2nd  Glengarry 
"Rednecks"  swaggered  victoriously 
home,  complete  with  a  chair  from  one  of 
the  local  bars.  The  course  they  had  to 
follow  was  over  ten  miles  in  distance  and 
consisted  of  ten  check  points  (bars)  where 
they  had  to  drink  three  drafts  each  — 
amazing.  Almost  everyone  who  left 
returned,  and  most  of  those  who  did 
called  it  a  night.  But  another  550  students 
were  only  beginning,  as  the  Oompah  Pub 
was  packed  to  capacity  by  10:00  p.m. 
Herb  Hannerman  and  his  authentic  10 
piece  German  Oompah  band  had 
everyone  in  fine  spirits,  and  the  night  was 
highlight. 

Bright  and  early  Saturday  morning  the 


Pinball  Tournament  and  the  Scavenger 
Hunt  began.  Three  R.C.M.P.  were 
dragged  in  due  to  the  scavenger  hunt,  as 
well  as  numerous  O.C.  Transpo  bus 
drivers,  a  House  of  Commons  guide,  a 
Roughrider,  four  tires  from  a  Corvette 
dangerously  parked  in  the  driveway  and 
two  motorcycles. 

The  Orientation  Sports  events  came  to 
a  close  as  Second  Renfrew  won  the  tug-of- 
war  and  combined  with  fourth  Renfrew 
proceeded  to  beat  all  challengers  in 
volleyball.  Steve  Gora  was  the  eventual 
champion  of  the  Backgammon  tour- 
nament. However  Third  Russell  captured 
the  remaining  events  by  winning  the 
Orientation  Earthball,  Frisbee  Football, 
and  Softball  championships. 

An  hour  before  Garfield  was  to  appear 


Roundup  would  have  to  be  carried  out 
properly  if  it  were  to  serve  as  a  finale  to  a 
very  successful  week  of  events.  At  10:30 
Mike  Kelly,  Woody  and  myself  set  up  the 
stage  and  began  to  clean  up  the  mess  from 
the  Garfield  concert.  At  2  p.m.  Craig 
Mackie,  from  CKCU-FM  and  the  theatre 
operations  crew  arrived  for  our  rehearsal. 
Meanwhile,  at  each  respective  Residence 
House,  Senior  Residents  entertained  The 
rehearsal  went  poorly,  which  proved  to  be 
a  good  omen  as  the  evening  version  of 
Roundup  went  as  smooth  as  silk.  Over 
$5000  in  prizes  were  won  as  Roundup 
drew  the  largest  number  of  students  of  all 
the  Orientation  events  —  almost  600. 

Orientation  '78  seems  like  a  distant 
memory,  but  it  is  one  which  will  remain 
intact    forever.     As     R.R.R.A.  — 


in  concert,  advance  ticket  sales  were  sold 
out.  The  near  capacity  crowd  of  496  were 
treated  to  a  concert  which  easily  has  to 
rate  among  the  best  Carleton  Univesity 
has  ever  experienced. 

Sunday  marked  the  final  day  of 
Orientation  '78  as  1  stumbled  hungover 
from  the  previous  evening,  I  realized  that

It  provides  people  of  legal  age 
access  to  licenced  premises  across  the  province  including  Brewer's 
Retail  and  LCBO  stores.

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In  partial  fulfillment  of  his  pre-school  graduation  diploma,  Glen  Henderson,  son 
of  Lanark  Senior  Residents  Bill  and  Sue  Henderson,  has  embarked  on  a  survey  to 
determine  exactly  what  the  Lanark  residents'  favorite  type  of  beer  is.  This  project  is 
one  which  is  of  great  importance  to  the  average  residence  entertainer  because  when  it 
is  completed,  one  will  have  a  good  idea  of  what  kind  of  beer  to  serve  to  his  room 
guests,  and  have  a  good  shot  at  pleasing  them  right  off. 

Glen's  findings  are  based  on  the  results  of  an  extensive  field  study  which  he  has 
carried  out  ever  since  the  beginning  of  Orientation  Week.  He  has  poured  over  all  the 
common  areas  of  the  residence  quad  and  the  grounds  by  each  house  to  find  what 
appear  to  be  small  circular  bits  of  data.  While  compiling  such  data  is  important,  it 
unfortunately  takes  up  a  great  deal  of  time  and  effort,  not  to  mention  well-aired 
storage  space.

He 
held  his  prices  down,  and  battled  in- 
numberable    group    managers  and 


and  the  Ian  Thomas  Band.  In  fact,  one 
could  have  very  easily  said  that  he 
overlooked  no-one  in  his  search  for 
entertainment. 

This  year  also  saw  the  continuation  of 
Discos.  With  Ted  Burritt  at  the  helm, 
students  dressed  up  and  strutted  their 
piece.  An  ever-popular  nightly  activity, 
the  discos  were  bettered  this  year  with  a 
new  atmosphere,  The  Oasis,  newly 
renovated,  provided  them  with  a  more 
cosy  atmosphere  and  offered  them  a 
chance  to  dance,  drink  and  socialize  all 
within  the  same  area. 

The  ever-popular  Mike  Mandel, 
mentalist  and  hypnotist  amazed  a  crowd 
of  interested  spectators  at  what  turned  out 
to  be  one  of  the  most  popular  pubs  ever 
held.  His  illusions  and  stunts  which  defied 
most  peoples'  senses  of  logic  brought 
both  laughter  and  amazement  to  the  faces 
of  res  students  who  thundered  out  ap- 
plause at  the  end  of  the  performance. 

One  last  Hussel  with  the  Boys  from 
Russell  showed  the  students  that  every 
house  had  the  same  ability  to  put  out 
something  on  their  own.  Just  following 
the  end  of  the  school  year  the  Russell 
Boys  put  on  a  party  for  their  departing 
Senior  Residents  with  the  help  of  some 
Renfrew  talent  and  the  helping  hands  of 
the  Grenville  residents.  Such  an  effort  is 
commendable  as  it  seems  to  bring  all  of 
residence  closer  together.  Perhaps  more 
of  these  activities  will  continue  in  future 
years. 

In  short.  Res  pubs  offered  something 
for  everybody.  Dancing  was  common  and 
the  price  was  right.  Highlights  remained 
with  the  annual  Res  Week  Formal  and  the 
Orientation  Week  Ohm  Pah  Pah  Pub.

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So,  you  would  like  to  rule  the  world  you  say?  Perhaps  control  the  fate  of 
entire  nations?  Well,  you're  not  alone.  Although  this  would  appear  to  be  the 
aspiration  of  a  rare  breed  of  megalomaniac,  it  isn't.  In  fact,  it's  the  objective 
of  a  very  popular  game  that  has  swept  through  residence  this  past  year: 
RISK. 

For  those  of  you  who  remain  unacquainted  with  the  game,  here's  a  brief 
rundown:  the  playing  board  comprises  a  map  of  the  world  (less  Antarctica) 
quartered  off  into  countries  based  generally  on  current  political  boundaries. 
Each  player  has  an  army  which  he  uses  to  protect  his  own  territories  and  to 
attack  foreign  lands.  At  the  beginning  of  each  turn,  each  player  receives 
additional  army  unity  to  place  on  the  board  depending  upon  the  number  of 
whole  continents  and  individual  countries  he  controls  at  that  time.  The  game 
continues  until  one  person  has  wiped  all  the  other  armies  off  the  face  of  the 
earth.

If  this  sounds  rather  vicious  to  you,  that's  because  it  is.  Tempers  often 
flare  when  borders,  left  undefended  by  mutual  peace  treaties,  are  un- 
derhandedly  attacked.  Nevertheless,  diplomatic  back-stabbing  isn't  the  only 
culprit  for  inciting  anxiety.  The  entire  game  is  emotional  in  general. 
Although  "all  is  fair  in  love  and  war"  is  a  popular  justification  among  the 
victors,  it  is  not  well  appreciated  among  the  vanquished. 

Yet,  for  the  "professional"  RISK  player,  the  game  takes  on  a  number  of 
intriguing  nuances.  Army  colours  quickly  begin  to  symbolize  political 
ideologies  or  current  nation-states.  Battles  for  initial  home  continents 
become  more  heated  and  strategically  planned.  Even  individual  personalities 
become  apparent  in  the  playing  style;  it  is  often  possible  to  distinguish  the 
strategically  conservative,  the  outwardly  aggressive  or  even  the  hopelessly 
suicidal.  Regardless  of  your  personal  style  however,  RISK  is  a  game  that 
everyone  who  tries  it  seems  to  enjoy.  Certainly  it  is  a  game  that  is  deserving  of 
all  the  attention  that  it  is  getting.  With  a  little  practice  you  could  easily 
become  the  Res  Master  —  and  after  that,  with  a  little  luck,  you  might  even 
conquer  the  world! 


RRRA  ELECTIONS 


It  would  have  been  only  what  was 
expected  if  the  1979  RRRA  Elections  were 
considered  to  be  rather  insignificant  by 
the  student  body,  but  propelled  by  all  the 
strategy  and  intrigue  of  the  prior  week's 
RISK  tournament,  the  residence  can- 
didates gave  the  elections  an  importance 
and  meaning  all  its  own,  and  made  it  one 
of  the  most  popular  activities  of  the  78/79 
academic  year. 

Taking  place  at  the  end  of  January,  the 
elections  for  floor  reps  and  President 
became  trend  setters  for  residence  by 
drawing  out  the  largest  number  of  voters 
ever  seen. 


This  year  marked  the  first  time  that 
every  floor  either  had  a  member  ac- 
claimed or  elected  into  the  position  of 
floor  rep.  In  the  past  there  was  always  one 
or  two  floors  that  were  unable  to  produce 
a  representative. 

This  may  have  been  a  foreshadowing  of 
things  to  come.  The  seat  of  RRRA 
President  was  contested  by  four  can- 
didates and  involved  three  days  of  heavy 
campaigning  which  consisted  of  door  to 
door  campaigning,  a  tremendous  amount 
of  literature  and  a  well  attended  all- 
candidates  meeting.  The  voter  turnout 
was  tremendous.  Approximately  70%  of 
the  residence  students  voted  in  the 
election  making  it  a  landmark  in  residence 
history.  The  vote  count  was  very  close: 
Eugene  Duguay  166,  Marvin  Ryder  169, 
Peter  Behie  216,  with  Ted  Burritt  (269) 
being  selected  to  take  over  office  from 
former  President  Eric  Hutchinson. 

Thanks  to  the  hard  work  of  chief 
electorial  officer  St.  Clair  McCabe  the 
elections  ran  very  smoothly.  Hopefully 
this  trend  will  continue  in  the  future 
enabling  the  residence  association  to  grow 
in  strength  and  to  produce  the  quality  of 
representation  that  residence  students 
need.

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CUSA  ELECTIONS 


Early  in  February  of  this  year,  Carleton 
students  were  subjected  to  the  annual 
ritual  of  choosing  their  student 
representatives  for  what  is  known  as  the 
Carleton  University  Students  Association, 
or  CUSA,  for  short. 

When  the  dust  had  finally  settled,  it  was 
revealed  that  this  was  not  to  be  an  election 
of  great  political  involvement  by  Carleton 
students  as  the  ten  Arts  seats  were  filled 
by  acclaimation.  This  meant  that  Arts, 
the  faculty  with  the  largest  number  of 
seats  on  council,  would  never  know  the 
joy  of  victory  or  the  agony  of  defeat. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  faculties  of 
Journalism,  Science,  and  Special  Students 
entered  the  political  battlefield.  The 
positions  of  President  and  Finance 
Commissioner  were  also  fought  for  by 
students  with  political  aspirations  and  a 
personal  sense  of  cruelty. 

The  Carleton  University  populus  met 
the  candidates  of  several  all  candidates 
meetings  held  around  the  university 
beginning  on  February  5th.  At  these 
meetings,  the  students  of  Carleton 
listened  to  the  political  thoughts  of  those 
vying  for  positions  on  council.  But,  some 
of  these  meetings  were  scheduled  on  the 
same  night  as  the  Canada/ Russia  hockey 
series,  the  latter  drawing  a  greater  number 
of  the  interested  masses. 

Although  this  was  a  challenge  to  the 
fight,  the  die-hards  faced  the  battle  with 
vim  and  vigour.  Even  the  Arts  reps  felt 
impelled  to  attack  the  most  recent  case  of 
the  apathy  bug.  They  did  this  by  poun- 
ding on  tables  and  voicing  their  opinions, 
often  to  deaf  ears  and  blank  faces. 

The  seat  of  President  of  the  Association 
was  contested  by  Kirk  Falconer  and  Del 
Mclntee.  Both  are  students  and  involved 
in  various  organizations.  Falconer  had 
CUSA  experience  and  a  knowledge  of 
student  needs,  Mclntee  had  political 
experience  and  a  sense  that  there  were 
definite  changes  to  be  made  within  the 
students  association. 


For  the  position  of  Finance  Com- 
missioner were  Les  Casey  and  Ron  Davis. 
Casey  was  running  on  a  slate  with 
Falconer  stressing  corporate 
management.  Davis  was  willing  to  face 
the  challenge  of  balancing  the  budget  and 
finally  reducing  the  debt  that  has  plagued 
the  association  for  many  years. 

The  issues  were  brought  to  light  at  the 
candidates  meetings  and  also  in  the 
Charlatan's  CUSA  election  supplement. 
With  this  myriad  of  information  before 
them,  the  students  were  asked  to  go  to  the 
polls  the  week  of  February  12th.  The 
participation  rate  of  the  students  was 
dismal,  but  victors  were  found.  The 
Falconer/ Casey  team  was  elected  by  the 
students.  Falconer  enjoyed  a  strong 
majority  while  Casey  encountered 
stronger  opposition  from  his  challenger. 

Journalism  elected  Liz  Altorf  and 
David  Stewart-Patterson,  and  science 
elected  Paul  Hurley,  Jeff  Wilkes  and 
John  Garay  as  their  representatives. 
Special  Students  voted  in  Sheila  Guptell, 


John  Henry  and  David  Moen. 

The  acclaimed  Arts  reps  were:  Virginia 
Crook,  Rick  Huizenga,  Jasper  Kujavsky, 
Marie  LeFebvre,  Lisa  MacDonald,  Greg 
McElligott,  Mary  Jane  Maclntyre,  Brian 
Sherman,  Rob  Sutherland,  and  Mike 
Walsh.  In  other  faculties,  Mike  Kalnay 
was  acclaimed  in  Architecture,  Bill  Milner 
and  John  Stewart  in  Engineering,  and 
Steve  Agulnik,  and  Gary  Godding  in 
Commerce. 

The  election  may  not  go  down  in  the 
annals  as  inspiring  to  the  masses  of 
students,  but  it  must  be  realized  that  there 
were  some  students  who  were  interested 
enough  to  become  involved.  Although

The  size  of  such  an  effort  is  unimportant, 
it  is  the  significance  behind  such  an  effort 
which  makes  the  difference.  Interested 
involvement  in  residence  is  truly  the  key 
to  new  experiences,  and  a  sense  of 
fulfillment  will  no  doubt  result.  You  will 
reap  from  your  years  in  residence  and 
equivalent,  if  not  a  greater  amount  of  the 
sincerity  and  effort  that  you  put  into  it. 
Don't  get  me  wrong  in  thinking  that  I 
believe  that  involvement  in  residence  is 
work  —  it  is  fun,  and  through  par- 
ticipation you  will  gain  lasting,  personal 
rewards.  Undoubtedly  you  will  find  this 
to  be  the  case.  Through  involvement,  res 
will  change  from  simply  a  temporary 
dwelling  to  a  home  full  of,  well,  a  family 
of  sorts. 

In  sum,  get  involved  in  as  many  of  the 
affairs  of  residence  and  the  university  at 
large  as  you  possibly  can.  For,  although 
academics  are  important,  they  cannot 
teach  you  everything.  Your  own  in- 
volvement will  open  new  roads,  you  will 
meet  various  types  of  people  and  become 
acquainted  with  many  new  cultures  and 
lifestyles.  These  too  are  stimulating  ex- 
periences and  have  their  own  educational 
import.  Take  residence  for  all  it's  got,  but 
don't  forget  to  give  it  all  you've  got. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  personal  thanks  to 
all  those  who  offered  their  efforts  to  the 
affairs  of  residence  this  past  year.  Cheers 
to  the  future  and  past,  life  to  the  present.

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Age  of  Majority  Cards  became  the  only  acceptable  means 
of  ID  at  Campus  Pubs  and  the  drinking  age  in  Ontario  was 
raised  to  19,  technically  excluding  a  large  number  of  Res 
students  from  one  of  Carleton's  favourite  sports. 

There  was  a  bomb  scare  in  the  Tower  again  this  year 
which  unfortunately  turned  out  to  be  false.  Maybe  some 
disgruntled  arts  student  will  get  frustrated  enough  to  ac- 
tually casterate  Carleton's  phallic  symbol.
